Bachelor Ben Higgins drops 
the L-word to two hopeful ladies. Mistake!

B efore embarking on his enviable journey as the Bach- 
elor last fall, Ben Higgins vowed to make the most of 
the experience of, uh, dating 28 women. “Allow yourself 
to feel this,” the Denver resident tells Us he thought 
at the time. “Don’t hold yourself back. When you need 
to express an emotion, express it. When you’re feeling sad, 
express that. When you’re feeling angry, express that.” The 
earnest Higgins, who sincerely wanted to find a wife on the 
ABC dating competition (Mondays, 8 p.m.), also pledged 
he wouldn’t be guarded when it came to using the L-word:

Emily Ferguson, 23.) “Ben 
was just following his heart,” 
creator Mike Fleiss told Us 
recently, “but it caused consid- 
erable drama.” Indeed, the woman 
he rejects in the end is “blindsided,” 
says a show source. “The finale is 
brutal.” Fleiss promises that the last 
episode will be — yes — the most 
dramatic ending ever. “Sometimes 
you get those exits and the girls 
seem sort of relieved. Not this time. 
There’s heavy, heavy heartbreak.” 


Ousted Olivia Wants to Tell All 



Seems Higgins wasn't sending secret 
signals after all! Overconfident Olivia 
Caridi — who famously boasted that the 
Bachelor would squeeze her knee or hand to 
silently indicate he favored her — was elimi- 
nated during the two-on-one date that aired 
February 8. After she declared her love, Hig- 
gins told the 23-year-old Austin news anchor: 
"I don't think I can reciprocate those feelings." 
Now a show source says the resident villain 
(she compared single mother Amanda Stanton 
to a Teen Mom) hopes to have it out with her 
frenemies on the March 7 Women Tell All spe- 
cial: "She can't wait to confront the other girls." 


ITHREE LITTLE WORDS 

Six weeks into taping the reality 
series, Higgins was feeling hopeful 
for his future. He had eliminated 
some oddballs (cocktail overindulger 
Lace Morris, who quoted her own 
tattoo), the requisite not-here-to- 
make-friends candidate (Olivia 
Caridi, who said she was ostracized 
for wanting to talk “smart things”) 
and nearly two dozen other women. 
Three potential brides — each seem- 
ingly perfect — remained. “Because 
of how amazing these women were,” 
software sales rep Higgins recalls. 
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followed suit. 
Behind the closed 
doors of a suite at 
the luxe Sandals 
Royal Plantation 
resort, Higgins 
told one finalist 
hed known about 
his own feelings 
for a while, says 
another insider. The 
next day, he shocked 
the second woman 
when he reciprocated 
her sentiment during 
a date to the rain 
forest.

I PAINFUL DILEMMA 

For Higgins, any afterglow evap- 
orated quickly. After sending the 
third finalist home, he recognized 
the gravity of his predicament. 

“Ben definitely regretted saying 
1 love you’ to both women,” says the 
source. “He realized the inevitability 
of what was going to happen: need- 
ing to send one home in the end.” 
That frightening thought kept 
him up. “I wasn’t sleeping much,” 
Higgins admitted to Us in January. 
“Toward the end, it was getting very 
hard, very emotional, and I would 
go to bed and wake up in the middle 
of the night. There’s a lot to think 
about. Especially when you’re dating 
multiple people.” As Fleiss explains, 
“Ben took everything seriously more 
than any Bachelor we’ve ever had.” 
Distraught, he turned to his par- 
ents for advice. Higgins told mom 
Amy and dad David “I love both 
of them” in a clip from the finale 
(taped last November) that aired on 
Bachelor Live February 1. “They’re 
too good to walk away from.” The 
Warsaw, Indiana, residents, who 
had flown to Jamaica to meet the 
finalists, offered their son their own 
preference. “They liked one woman 
a bit more, so Ben had that to con- 
sider,” says the insider. “His family’s 
opinion is very important to him.” 
However, only Higgins could make 
the decision. But with each passing 
hour, he remained conflicted. Even 
as he looked at engagement rings 
with jeweler Neil Lane, “he was still 
uncertain,” says the insider. “He saw 
something he liked in both girls. 
They’re both really loving and nice 
and serious about finding love.” 

A production source says Higgins 
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seemed unglued while examining the 
jewelry: “He was extremely emotion- 
al about everything in that moment.” 
At least Higgins protected them 
from the back-and-forth that was 
playing out in his head, the insider 


adds: “The women didn’t realize 
just how torn Ben was.” 

> GOODBYE, LOVE 

Reaching his conclusion, however, 
wasn’t a total relief. Higgins re- 
mained in denial that he would have 
to break a heart. “I don’t want to say 
goodbye, because that’s how much I 
love her,” he lamented on a preview 
of the finale, which airs March 14. 
Alas, he had to let her go in order 
to move forward with the winner. 
During the heart-wrenching talk 
with the runner-up, the insider 
recounts, “Ben tells her that he truly 
does love her. He says those weren’t 
just words. That was the most im- 
portant thing he had to do: Tell her 
that as much of a mistake as it had 
been to say 1 love you,’ he did mean 
it.” His words were cold comfort to 
the jilted woman. “She was devas- 
tated,” continues the insider. “There 
were lots of tears.” 


Higgins felt free to ugly-cry too. 
The entire process “hit Ben really 
hard,” says Fleiss — especially when 
it came to letting women go. “It 
hurts for me to look at these women 
in the eyes and say goodbye,” says 
Higgins, who isn’t apologizing for 
his display of emotion. “I think real 
men cry. Early on I saw myself get- 
ting emotional, and I knew this was 
going to be a long, long road.” 
Ultimately, the journey was worth 
it, since he found love. “At the end, 
Ben did what he came there to do,” 
says the show source. “But he had to 
go through hell.” (Or, at the very least, 
one heck of a thorny rosebush.) Coy 
about the outcome, Higgins will only 
say that he’s “very happy,” adding, “I 
don’t think many things can change 
that.” Maybe so, but the source 
says the show will always remain a 
bittersweet memory. “He had to say 
goodbye to a woman he loved. That is 
something that will leave a scar.” US
